To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics  ; 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1960. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  The  numbers,  however,  are  sr 
and  care  must  be  taken  in  interpreting  them  either  way. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  analysis  of  infant  deaths,  the  main  reasons  are  the  prese 
of  congenital  malformations  and  prematurity.  Both  are  subjects  of  intensive  resea 
the  importance  of  which  is  obvious. 

The  year  marked  the  end  of  the  first  five  year  programme  of  slum  clearance,  detail 
which  are  given  in  the  text,  and  which  are  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  two  major  sewerage  schemes,  the  firs 
cover  the  villages  of  Maulden,  Clophill  and  Silsoe,  and  the  second  to  cover  the  village 
Marston  Moreteyne  and  Cranfield.  The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  suppl; 
a service  to  districts  still  on  closet  pails  and  cesspools.  In  an  era  of  full  employment  it 
easily  be  understood  how  difficult  it  is  to  obtain  labour  for  these  unpleasant  jobs. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  say  how  pleased  I am  to  join  your  staff.  I am  grat 
to  Mr.  Foley  who  has  done  most  of  the  work  in  connection  with  this  report.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


From  a scenic  point  of  view  the  district  as  a whole  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  and 
utiful  areas  in  Bedfordshire  and  as  yet  unspoiled  by  large  industrial  development. 

The  principal  employers  in  the  North  and  West  are  the  brickworks  at  Lidlington  and 
igmont,  with  Stewartby  just  inside  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  There  are  also  light 
sneering  factories  at  Cranfield  and  Aspley  Guise.  Other  large  places  of  employment 
the  Ebonite  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  a brush  works  at  Flitwick,  and  a tool  factory 
Westoning.  The  Aeronautical  College  at  Cranfield  and  the  National  Institute  of  Agri- 
tural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  have  greatly  added  to  the  status  of  these  villages  while  the 
wth  of  Lower  Stondon  is  largely  due  to  the  R.A.F.  Aerodrome  and  Training  Centre 
Henlow  Camp. 

Flitwick,  served  by  a main  railway,  is  largely  a dormitory  area  for  Luton  and  Bedford 
ere  many  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  offices  of  these  large  towns. 

Intensive  market  gardening  is  the  principal  occupation  in  the  light  sandy  soil  around 
iulden,  Flitwick,  Flitton  and  Clophill  and  agriculture  affords  the  greater  part  of  employ- 
nt  within  the  district. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  are  mainly  residential  in  character.

Revised  total  of  new  mains  laid  since  1946  is  as  follows: — 3-in. — 20,209  yards,  4-i 
9,227  yards,  6-in.— 12,009  yards,  9-in.— 6,500  yards,  10-in.— 800  yards. 

During  the  year  mains  were  laid  to  supply  new  houses  at  Flitwick,  Harlington,  Wes 
ing,  Pulloxhill  and  Haynes.  In  addition  a new  6-in.  diameter  main  has  been  laid  from  Ha 
West  End  to  Haynes  Church  End,  which  should  result  in  improved  pressures  during 
weather  at  Silver  End. 

Generally  speaking  no  difficulties  were  experienced  in  maintaining  satisfactory  sup 
to  the  whole  of  the  area  during  the  year.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  TESTING. 

Tests  from  all  public  supplies  are  taken  regularly  and  have  proved  satisfactory 
roughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  which  are  not  connected  to  the  public  water  supply 
is  been  steadily  reduced  in  recent  years  and  there  are  now  only  93  not  so  connected  (1.1  per 
nt).  These  properties,  which  are  generally  in  outlying  areas,  are  supplied  in  all  cases 
shallow  wells.  Recent  tests  carried  out  have  indicated  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
iter  in  these  wells  is  contaminated,  and  owners  have  been  advised  to  connect  up  to  the 
ain  supply,  and  where  this  is  not  possible  to  boil  all  water  before  use. 

The  slum  clearance  scheme  has  helped  to  reduce  the  number  as  a proper  water  supply 
one  of  the  factors  in  determining  the  fitness  of  a house  for  human  habitation.

(b)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of  the  Marston  and  Cranfii 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  a similar  scheme  for  Clophill,  Maulden  and  Silsoe  was  approvi 
An  outline  scheme  has  also  been  prepared  for  the  parish  of  Shillington. 

Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath  are  drained  to  the  Aspley  Guise  Sewage  Disposal  Woi 
which  is  jointly  owned  by  this  Council  and  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District  Council. 

(c)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

(d)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

6 Parishes,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  Woburn,  Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Weston 
except  for  outlying  properties,  have  water  closets  and  are  on  main  drainage. 

In  the  remaining  23  Parishes  2,861  houses  have  W.C.’s  draining  to  either  cesspools 
sewage  disposal  plants,  and  2,894  houses  have  pail  closets. 

On  the  new  housing  estates  practically  all  Council  Houses  have  water  closets,  ; 
where  the  estates  are  sufficiently  large,  suitable  disposal  works  are  provided,  elsewh 
they  have  cesspool  drainage. 

(e)  CLEANSING. 

Only  once  a week  emptying  of  closet  pails  has  been  possible  in  23  Parishes  as  a wh 
and  in  the  6 Parishes  where  there  is  main  drainage,  outlying  properties  unable  to  drair 
these  sewers  have  their  pails  emptied  also.  There  are  2,200  houses  on  cesspool. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  throughout  the  district  at  intervals  of  3 months  I 
of  charge.  Where  this  is  exceeded  a charge  of  25s.  per  emptying  is  levied  by  the  Cour 

Direct  labour  is  employed  with  six  vacuum  tank  motor  emptiers. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  means  of  spraying  on  agricultural  land  and  deposii 
in  two  gravel  pits  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  Extreme  difficulty  is  still  being  experien 
with  regard  to  the  disposal  and  in  addition  the  labour  problem  remains  most  acute. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

A fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  serving  every  Parish  throughout  the  dist 
has  been  continued.

( g ) SHOPS  AND  PREMISES. 

Four  lock-up  shops  have  certificates  of  exemption  under  Section  38  (2)  and  (6)  of  the 
Shops  Act  1950,  sanitary  conveniences  being  available  within  a reasonable  distance. 

(h)  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS.  Public  Health  Act  1936.  Section  269. 


Two  caravan  licences  were  issued  and  operative  during  the  year.  The  caravans  are 
situated  on  single  sites  for  use  as  living  accommodation. 

(/)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  found  necessary. 

During  1959-60  research  was  instituted  by  the  County  Council  Health  Committee 
into  the  possible  harmful  effects  to  human  health  of  the  fumes  from  the  brickworks  along 
the  valley  south  west  of  Bedford,  which  is  partly  in  this  Rural  District  and  partly  in  that  of 
the  Bedford  Rural  District.  (My  comments  are  being  duplicated  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  that  District). 

The  report  was  in  two  parts:  the  analysis  of  the  fall-out  of  the  fumes  and  a report  on  the 
attempt  to  compare  the  incidence  of  chest  diseases  in  a village  in  the  valley  and  in  a control 
village  in  an  area  far  from  fumes. 

The  main  conclusions  were  that  the  atmosphere  is  being  polluted  by  fumes  from  the 
brickworks’  chimneys  to  a distance  of  at  least  two  miles.  Area  pollution  at  any  particular 
time  depends  on  the  direction  of  the  wind.  Pollution  is  almost  wholly  gaseous  with  a large 
amount  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

The  general  level  of  pollution  in  Lidlington  and  Kempston  Hardwick  is  less  than  that 
of  a large  city  and  corresponds  roughly  with  that  of  a small  industrial  town  in  summer 

Whilst  it  is  possible  that  sulphur  fumes  in  the  air  in  the  Lidlington  area  are  partly 
responsible  for  the  high  incidence  of  chest  symptoms,  it  is  in  no  way  conclusive. 

The  report  was  presented  to  the  County  Council  Health  Committee  at  an  open  meeting. 
It  was  agreed  that  it  afforded  no  proof  that  there  was  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  brickworks 
valley  grave  enough  to  cause  damage  to  human  health.  It  was  stated  that  the  Brick  Com- 
panies were  conducting  research  into  means  of  abating  the  nuisance. 

I think  it  important  that  this  report  be  placed  in  the  “ Pending  " tray  and  not  be 
shelved.  Unfortunately  medical  diagnosis  seldom  stands  up  to  legal  probing.  It  is 
regretted  that  proof  of  the  cause  of  disease  is  often  forthcoming  only  post-mortem,  aftei 
irreparable  damage  has  been  caused  to  human  health. 

(/)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public.  No  swimming  pools  are  owned  by  this  Authority. 

(b)  Private  owned  and  open  to  the  public: — 

Eversholt. — This  bath  is  in  the  process  of  being  re-built  and  equipment  for  the  propei 
treatment  of  water  is  being  installed. 

(c)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open-air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls  boarding 
school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this  has  i 
small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically  emptied  and  refilled. 
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k)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

One  report  of  bug  infestation  was  received  during  the  year. 

Inspection  is  made  of  the  furniture  of  a prospective  tenant  to  ensure  that  it  is  free  from 
vermin  before  removal  to  a Council  House. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Prevention  of  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  is  secured  by  re-inspection,  advice  and 
supervision. 

/)  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council's  sewers,  sewage  disposal  plants,  sewer  ditches  and  refuse  tips  are 
systematically  treated. 

The  Council  gives  a free  service  to  domestic  premises,  and  occupiers  in  the  main  make 
;ood  use  of  this  facility.  The  need  for  reporting  the  slightest  infestation  of  these  disease- 
.arrying  vermin  cannot  be  over  stressed. 

A flat  rate  charge  of  6s.  per  hour  of  the  Operative’s  time  is  made  to  the  occupiers  of 
business  premises.  This  flat  rate  includes  wages,  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and 

)ait. 

During  the  year  visits  have  been  made  and  treatments  given  to  premises  as  follows  : — 
/3I  Domestic  Properties;  9 Business  Premises;  592  Council  Properties  (excluding  Council 
douses);  438  Sewer  Ditches,  37  Surveys  of  Agricultural  Properties.  Total— 1,807. 

During  the  summer  many  complaints  of  wasp  infestations  were  received,  and  during 
he  months  of  August  and  September,  103  nests  were  destroyed. 

( HOUSING. 

Housing  of  the  Elderly. 

The  Council's  policy  of  providing  accommodation  for  the  elderly  has  continued  during 
he  year. 

The  scheme  for  “ Dengarth,”  Steppingley  Road,  Flitwick,  has  been  commenced, 
nvolving  the  erection  of  22  one  bedroom  bungalows  and  the  conversion  of  “ Dengarth  ” 
House,  to  provide  a Warden’s  Quarters  and  a Communal  Room  for  use  by  the  bungalow 
enants.  The  scheme  will  be  completed  in  1961. 

The  provision  of  this  type  of  accommodation  has  been  a successful  venture  and  has 
ssisted  in  the  rehousing  of  applicants  on  the  general  waiting  lists  by  means  of  exchanges 
.here  selected  tenants  were  often  the  sole  occupiers  of  three  bedroom  accommodation. 

mprovement  Grants. 

Both  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  have  been  approved  by  the  Council  who  are 
Ivvays  mindful  of  the  need  for  improvement  and  modernisation  of  existing  properties. 

.oans  for  Owner  Occupiers. 

During  the  year  under  review  63  loans  were  made  involving  £81,450. 
lousing  Management 

The  Council  now  has  1,334  Post-war  Houses  plus  353  Pre-war  Houses  and  owns  10 
ther  Properties,  making  1,697  units  of  accommodation. 

The  post-war  development  has  been  carried  out  in  23  of  the  29  Parishes  in  the  district, 
resent  building  is  still  restricted  to  one  bedroom  bungalows,  on  estates  where  facilities  and 
tes  are  already  available. 

It  is  felt  that  the  interchange  of  tenancies  of  existing  houses,  and  one  bedroom  bungalows 
here  appropriate,  will  go  a long  way  towards  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  waiting  list 
)r  general  needs. 

Wherever  possible  prompt  action  is  taken  by  the  Council  in  allocating  houses  to  appli  - 
rnts  subjected  to  Eviction  Orders,  the  aim  being  to  prevent  the  break-up  of  families.  In 
^nnection  with  this,  the  District  Welfare  Officer  of  the  County  Welfare  Department  works 
i close  collaboration  with  the  Council’s  Housing  Department. 


The  Council  is  always  willing  to  assist  and  encourage  exchanges  of  houses  both  with 
private  landlords  and  other  Councils.  This  year  the  following  exchanges  have  been  made:- 

With  Council  tenants  within  the  district 

With  Council  house  tenants  outside  the  district 

Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  included  in  th 
Slum  Clearance  Programme,  made  1 1 Demolition  Orders  and  5 Closing  Orders.  Owner 
were  prepared  to  give  Informal  Undertakings  to  demolish  in  5 cases  and  these  were  acceptei 
by  the  Council.  A further  3 houses  were  purchased  by  agreement. 

3 tenants  were  rehoused  from  Slum  Clearance  properties  during  the  year. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  1960,  which  is  also  the  end  of  the  first  5 year  programms 
is  that  out  of  the  229  properties  on  that  programme  83  properties  have  been  the  subject  c 
action  by  the  Council.  In  addition  35  Informal  Undertakings  have  been  accepted,  4 
properties  have  been  demolished  voluntarily  and  a further  31  properties  have  been  recor 
ditioned.  This  leaves  some  31  properties  of  which  several  are  derelict,  some  have  ha 
temporary  repairs  executed  and  owners  of  others  have  verbally  agreed  not  to  re-let  th 
properties  on  becoming  vacant.
